In accordance with the instructions given to me 
by you on my departure for the planet Earth, I 
make this report about the worship indulged in 
by the Earthlings.

They have something very clever for their idol 
when it rains.

I 
watched a family dothis. Thefathersprayed water 
from a hose all over the car. The young son used 
a sponge and some kind of a fluid later. The 
idol seemed very clean to me. Then they polished 
the idol with a special wax. I even watched a 
little boy spit on the car and clean it that way. 


very happy. There are public cleaning places 
where you can have your idol cleaned. One rate 
for weekdays, and another on other days. This 
I do not understand. f 

During the night, the eyes of the idols all light 
up. And it is really a thrilling sight to see those 
eyes on the roads when you sit in one of them 
But there is also something else I do not under- 
stand, From time to time, the idols fight each 
other. I saw two idols on the road hit each oth- 
er. And the owners were hurt.” Also I saw six 
idols go into each other and it was a very terri- 
ble sight to behold. 

When the idol gets too old, they sell him or 
trade him in and get a newidol. About this prac- 
tice, I hope to learn more some time in the fu- 
ture. But I was taken to a shop where they do 
repair old and damaged idols. Which definitely 
is a sign of respect for the old. This I commend 
the Americans for following. In one such shop, 
T saw them take out a worn part of an idol and 
replace it with a new part. [understand they are 
also doing this with humans in heart cases.
